1. MFA MIDDLE EAST DIRECTOR VERED HAS TOLD US SHE 
BELIEVES SOVIETS ARE SERIOUSLY WORRIED ABOUT THEIR LOSS OF 
INFLUENCE IN EGYPT. MAJOR STRESS ON USSR-EGYPTIAN TREATY 
IN COMMUNIQUE AT CONCLUSION GROMYKO'S CAIRO VISIT WAS 
INDICATIVE OF SOVIET CONCERN OVER EGYPTIAN DISREGARD OF 
TREATY IN PRACTICE. FACT THAT GROMYKO IN EGYPT WAS GUEST 
ONLY OF FOREIGN MINISTER. WHEREAS IN SYRIA HE WAS GUEST OF BOTH 
GOVERNMENT AND PARTY, POINTED TO MOST TROUBLESOME ASPECT OF 
SITUATION FROM SOVIET VIEWPOINT: EGYPT’S IDEOLOGICAL DRIFT 

TO THE RIGHT. 

2. MRS. VERED SAID SOVIETS WERE OF COURSE BOTHERED BY 
BUDDING US-EGYPTIAN RELATIONSHIP. BUT SHE THOUGHT THEY 
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TO DO AWAY WITH ITS SOCIALIST ORIENTATION. DE-NAS SERIZATION 
UNDERWAY IN EGYPT WAS SYMPTOMATIC OF LATER.

3. REASON ACCORDING TO MRS VERED WHY EGYPTIAN IDEOLOGICAL 
SHIFT WORRIED SOVIETS EVEN MORE THAN IMPORVED EGYPTIAN 
RELATIONSHIP WITH US WAS THAT LATTER WAS LARGELY FUNCTION OF 
MAIOR POWER MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT EFFORTS, WHERE SOVIETS 
HAD SOME ULTIMATE CONTROLS. ENDURING EGYPTIAN SHIFT AWAY 
FROM SOCIALIST PATTERNS, ON OTHER HAND, COULD RAISE VARIETY 
OF PROBLEMS FOR MOSCOW IN TERMS OF ITS THIRD WORLD AMBITIONS 
AND ALSO SOVIET DOMESTIC POLITICS.
